A PROMISING GRAES. 


A correspondent of the department 
writes from Jefferson county, Ala., and 
sends a description of a grass which 
made its appearance in that county on 
the Little Cupuba river, and ‘‘is new to 
all who have seen it.” It was discovered 
two years ago. It spreads rapidly on 
bottom lands, but not on upland. Last 
year Mr. T. K. Truss sowed one acre in 
wheat on rich bottom land in Cupuba 
valley. After the wheat was gathered, 
the land not being plowed, this grass 
came up spontaneously. In the aytuma 
he cut and baled it, and sent it to a com- 
mission merchant in Birmingham. The 
bill of sale was as follows: Twenty bales 
of hay, 5,466 pounds, $104 76;.expenses, 
$12 55; net profit, $92 21. As to the 
quality of the hay, it is pronounced by 
livery stable men equal to timothy. He 
forwarded with this report a specimen 
of the seed and a stalk of the grass, 
measuring nine feet in length.

GROWING QUINCES FOR PROFIT. 


Wherever quinces can be grown there 
is no fruit which offers greater or more 
eertain remuneration to the grower. A 
well-cared for quince tree will bear some 
the third year from planting, and for 
many years will continue to increase in 
productiveness and profit. Zhe proper 
distance for planting is twelve feet t 
each way. ‘This will give three hundred 
and twenty-five per acre. I have had 
trees bear one peck to one-haif bushel 
the fourth year after planting; but it is 
usually the fifth or sixth year before they 
produce much ofacrop. Twenty years 
ago the price was seventy-five cents to 
one dollar per bushel; but of late it has 
steadily risen, and the demand is and al- 
ways will be good. No fruit is better for 
canning, and this will create a demand. 
Last year was a t fruit year; but 
quinces solid ily from $6 to $8 per 
barrel ia New York, and were often 
quoted $7 to $10. have sold them 
many years for $2 to $2 50 per bushel.

The fact is, and geology shows it, that 
the earth’s surface of sea and land has 
been for unknown ages constantly chang- 
ing. Slow upheavals of what at first 
were islands have been followed by the 
equally slow, increasing appearance of 
continents ; and these have slowly sunk 
and disappeared, and as slowly risen 
again—only to sink and rise; and this 
vast process has gone on, with some 
eyer-occurring changes in the outlines of 
the land, for countless ages. And it is 
still going on.

And they then proceed to show that 
the best cotton for staple, body and 
handling, Teeeif@d in “New Ofteans 
are drawn front’ the affuvial lands ~ of 
Mississippi an.J Arkansas, contigious to 
and naturally tributary to Memphis. 
They further show that their cottons 
command an appreciation at home and 
amopg continental spinners that is de- 
nied to them in Liverpool, the world’s 
greatest. cotton market. They, there- 
fore, urgently protest against the contin- 
uance of the injurious discriminations, 
and ask to havea place assigned Mem. 
phis on the black board and in the mar- 
ket reports and circulars of the Liver- 
pool cotton brokers’ association, that her 
consignments méy be edld on their own 
merits. 

It is very plain that the comp!aints of 
the Memphis cotton exchange are well 
grounded. The favorite cottons that 
once centered in New Orleans 
are; pow sent im part to various 
points, ‘and a Jargé quantity 
of inferior cotton findsits way to New 
Orleans. And yet Liverpool maintains 
the discriminations whieh are based on 
conditions that ro longer exist. The 
railroad sygtem of the south has mate- 
rially changed the direction of cotton, 
an@ Britisigexports/strongly refuse to ac- 
cept the fast. | 
* What is frue a: t@) Memphis is. also 
ltuc of Gergia cétt@ns. Tae fréd use 
of fertilizers has assimulated the cottons 
of different sections. There is no mate- 
rial difference between out cotton and thay 
of the section about Memphis.” This 
fact was frankly acknowledged by the 
Memphis papers last summer, 
when. a considerable. quantity of 
upper Georgia cotton was sentfrom At- 
lanta to Memphis. .We thus hve «a di- 
rect interest in the movement of the 
Memphis exchangeto open. the eyes of 
our British consumers to the situation.

which he did not refer to Lis devotion to 


‘the old flag” and all the noble principles 
of which it was *he visible representa- 
tive. .He always asked that his winding 
sheet might be the flag of his country. 
No wman'in all our history has proven 
himself more the friend and champion 
of that flag than Andrew Johnson. He 
yielded to it all the strong fidelity of his 
rugged, unique character, and marched 
his way under it with the grandest meas- 
treof confidence in the truth of all those 
principles which found an embodiment 
in it. Why then should he not be wrap- 
ped in that 6'd flag when he lay dead? 
‘The beautiful sentiment which was thus 
gratified needs no justification. It was 
one of the happy fancies of patriotism. 

Who that has ever beard Andrew 
Johnson speak or read one of his great 
speethes, does not remember the central 
idea running like a strong backbone 
through al! his utterances? That cen- 
tral idea was the supremacy of the coa- 
stitution over all things save the will of 
the whole people. He grounded himself 
upon this document in his earliest politi- 
cal life and never left it. He measured 
all laws, all authorities and all proposi- 
tions by this standard, and upon the re- 
sult thus obtained advocated or de- 
nounced them. He wasthe champion 
of that instrument and the rights guar- 
anteed to the people in it, when it most 
needed such a brave, sturdy and skillful 
defender. 

Ife claimed for it the nearest approach 
to perfection, asa plan of gevernment, 
yet obtained, and believed no question 
had ever yet arisen in the history of the 
country which could not be settled amica- 
bly and justly by the application of some 
one of its principles. When he saw par- 
tisans striking at the rights of the peo- 
ple he warned them not to violate tbat 
constitution and, as presidcri, be ex- 
hausted all his power to prevent its be- 
ing trampled down and over-ridden. And 
now after a life of devotion to ils teach- 
ings, he sleeps well with this object of 
hislove and faith clasped in his nerve- 
less hand.

OUR SCHOOLS. 


The public schools of the city—which 
are atower of strength, and a greater 
means of attracting additional population 
than many of us imaginc—were threat 
ened with a serious loss last weck. Et- 
forts of a dangerous character werc made 
to take from them Prof. \allon, their 
most efficient head and organizer. It 
seems that Dr. Sears has long wanted the 
state of Tennessee to establish a large 
normal school for the purpose of secur- 
ing a steady supply of competent pub- 
lic school teachers. He finally offered, 
as the agent of the Peabedy fund, 
to give $6,000 a year for that purpose, 
provided the state would donate certain 
buildings in Na:hville to such a school, 
and otherwise support it. Tennessee 
quickly accepted the offer; and a fine 
and well grounded institution of learning 
will doubtless be the result. 

In consummating the arrangements it 
was agreed that Dr. Sears, who personal- 
ly knows aii the prominent and suceess- 
ful educators inthe country, should be 
permitted to select the president 
of the new institution. When Prof. 
Matlon returned from an up-country 
trip iast week he fotind a telegram that 
tewdered him the presidency of Tennes- 
seé’s normal school, at a salary of $2,500, 
with a residence near the new College 
thrown in. We are glad to announce 
that Prof. Mallon promptly declined the 
offer of this desirable position; and at 
the same time we hepe Dr, Sears will 
find an cgvally competent southern 
teacher to take charge of tlhe Nashville 
justitution. :

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ANDREW JOHNSON. 


Interesting Reminiscences. 


(“H. V. BR.’ in the Cincinnati Commercial.) 


The last time I saw Mr. Johnson was 
at the Peabody house, Memphis, Feb. 10. 
He was in unusually fine health, and toa 
delegation of Mississippians who waited 
on hin un that day he said he thought 
there were a good many years of work in 
him yet. Whileat Memphis he had a 

ressing invitation to goto Little Rock. 

t wasaseasco of excitement there on 
account of President Guiant’s alarming 
proclamation concerning Arkansas af- 
fairs, Gov. Garland and others wanted 
Johnson to go there, make a speech, and 
try and quiet the fears of the people,who 
were thrown into consternation by the 
president’s course. He did not go, and 
his private reasons were these: He was 
net on good terms with Grant, and he 
imagined that the president would think 
thet if he rushed into Arkansas at that 
particular jancture, it would be on ac- 
count of personal spite and to attempt to 
thwart the president’s pet scheme of re- 
constructing the state. 

Wile in Memphis he talked much of 
a contemplated European trip this sum- 
mer. He abandoned his idea ofan Eu- 
ropean trip, principally I take it, on ac- 
count of the still further prostration of 
hisinvalid wife, which took place in 
March. ‘He did not desire to leave her 
forso longatrip. And with the pass- 
ing away of June he must have aban- 
doned the idea of ever going abroad. 
He said to me that if he did not go this 
Summer, he, in all probability, never 
would, as this December he would be 
harnessed into the senate for six years. 
Next summer was out of the question, 
on account of the presidential election. 
I somethimes thought that Mr. John- 
son had half a notien that he might be 
the democratic candidate in 1876. Upon 
his election to the senate in January, the 
Jinemnati Commercial editorially re- 
ferred to the possibility, if not probabilt- 
ty, of such an Occurrence. That article 
he eut out and put away in his trunk, 
and with it he had many other articles 
bearing upon the same sub Usually 
he had little to say about it, and rather 
avoided reference to the matter. One 
day, after several gentlemen had spoken 
to him about it and retired, he said to 
me, laughing: ‘‘Well, in the course of 
human events, we don’t know what may 
happen.” Very true is that indeed. 

No victory of his life—and he conquer- 
red on @ hundred fields—afforded him so 
ratification as his election to the

first mentioned. There is thus a piece of 
bone, near the size of the hand, broke loose 
from the rest of the skull. How many 
splits there may be running off through the 
bones from this central break, and how ma- 
ny smaller fragmeuts there may be, it is 
impossible to tell. Besides this terrible 
fracture, the cheek bone, called in science 
the maler bone, is broken and crushed in. 
There has been no delirium, no stupor; 
no want of consciousness whatever; no par- 
alysis, nove of the usual symptoms atcom- 
panying injuries to the brain, even when 
slight. His appetite is pretty good, he 
sleeps well, talks rationally, raises himself 
ur, sits up, and even walks across the floor 
occasionally, contrary to the advice and 
wishes of his physicians snd friends, All 
the functions seemed to be properly per- 
formed, end in a healthy manner, and he 
does not appear to be in any way seriously 
si¢k. The only unfavorable symptom about 
him isthe character of his pulse, which is 
unnaturally slow and irregular, showing dis- 
turbance about the brain. It is very re- 
markable that, with such a terrible fracture, 
there should be no more unfavorable symr- 
toms; and the only way in which tne physi. 
clans account for their absence, is that the 
fracture is simply a break through the bones 
without their being driven in upon the brain 
substance. Thus there is no compression of 
the brain by the bone, a:d there cannot 
have been any internal hemorrhage to pro 
duce pressure by the formation of a clot of 
blood within the cranium.
